not only one of the finest of the At- 
lantic greyhounds, but It will be tho 
first Atlantic passenger steamship built 
In this country for twenty years. The 
companion ship will bo known as the 
St I'aul. 

These are to las the largest ahlpa ever 
constructed in America. They will las 
III foot long on the water line, alxty- 
Hireo foot wide and forty-two feet 
deep The gross tonnage will be II,- 
boo tone, conaiderably larger than tho 
New York nn.l the I'arlv The steam- 
ships will have twin acrows and two 
quuilruple expansion engines, which 
will steam at 'JOii pounda pressure 
und will develop about - collec- 
tive indicated horse power. To sup- 
port the outboard shaft bearings 
the hull ia built out in horizontal 
web to a ateel frame, having both 
bosaeacasttn one piece and weighing 
ulsiut ns.iKKi paWMks This is ouo of tho 
lsrgext ateel castings ever made in 
Americu. Tlie question of aafety under 
all coudltiona was given spcciul atten- 
tion hi designing the ships. They are 
ao subdivided by transverse bulkheads 
that even in the event of collision and 
injury to a I ulkhead, whereby two 
compartments might fill with water, 
the ship would atdl float in anf.'ty. 

The interior arrangements in both 
ships are fur -'i'JO Unit-class paascngera, 
1*5 aecombclasa paoaengcre and NO 
steerage passengers. Tlie first-eluss 
pnsaengera will occupy the ceuter of 
the vessel, the aecond-claaa will ls» be- 
tween the stem and tlie center, and 
the emigrants will bo in the ends of the 
vessel. The main aaloou will be large 
onough to aeat all tho firat-rluss pate 
aongera at once. It will he on the up- 
per deck, forward. Ten suits, consist- 
ing of bedroom, aitting roo|n antl batli-- 
MOM are arranged on Hie prrs-oena In 
deck. In their outward or shell con- 
struction Hi.- new steamers will Is) like 
-tho Majestic and Teutonic, while tho 
Interiors will la? like tho New York. 
They will have only two smokestacks 
mid two musts, instead of three, as the 
i'aris and the New York have. The 
ships will be American from truck to 
keel. No foreign ntatcriala enter into 
their construction. 

The ships have la-en especially ar- 
ranged ao aa to he readily and quickly 
convertible into armed cruisers, carry- 
ing light six-inch rapid firing guna Tlie 
conditions of the mail contract and 
the International Navigation Co., place 
these skips at the disposal of the 
navy.
